Notify your lawn service that you live in an environmentally sensitive watershed. Tell 
them to use NO or LOW-Phosphorus, slow-release fertilizer on your lawn. 





Do you need fertilizer? If so, buy NO or LOW-phosphorus, slow-release, 
fertilizer. The Phosphorus content is the middle number of the formula. Make sure it 
is ZERO or LOW (i.e. Formula 15-0-3 or 28-4-8) as established lawns seldom need 
phosphorus. 


Test your soil for acidity (pH). Adding lime balances the acidity of the soil & 
improves lawn growth so minimal fertilizer is required. Lime does not hurt lakes and 
ponds. 


Pick up after your dog and do not feed the geese, swans, or ducks. 
Animal droppings add phosphorus to the pond.
